MATERIALS — All materials shall be first qual- 
ity, freshly compounded and formulated and 
shall not include any bonding agents which do 
not form an integral part of the Portland Cement 
base coating. 


. WORKMANSHIP — All surfaces to which 


DESCO VITRO GLAZE is to be applied shall 
be prepared by others, as set out elsewhere in 
this specification and to the approval and satis- 
faction of the Architect and this Contractor. 
DESCO installations are to be completed in a 
monalithic manner by the use of DESCOTEX 
and Portland Cement. Seperate bonding agents 
between the surface to be covered and the 
DESCO VITRO GLAZE are not to be used and 
will not be acceptable as all material must form 
an integral part of the Portland Cement base 
coating. All work is to be completed by fully 
trained mechanics. This contractor will remove

all masking paper and clean up all refuse and 
debris resulting from his work and leave the 
premises in a tidy orderly manner. 


OTHER TRADES — This contractor will co- 
operate with all other trades during the execution 
of his work by protecting their work, materials 
and equipment. The General Contractor will 
arrange to have all equipment and materials 
removed from areas where DESCO VITRO 
GLAZE is to be applied and to prevent all traffic 
through the areas while this contractor is com- 
pleting the DESCO VITRO GLAZE installation. 
All plumbing fixtures, grills and radiators shall 
not be installed until completion of this section 
of work.
